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During FY-82, the Agency had 12 drivers assigned to 
OPERATE 11 BUSES THAT TRAVELED 290,000 MILES, SUPPORTING 
OVER 318,000 PASSENGER TRIPS. WlTH AVERAGE TRIP TIMES 
OF 30 MINUTES, IT IS ESTIMATED THAT 80 MAN-YEARS OF 
PRODUCTIVITY WERE LOST IN THE SHUTTLE SYSTEM. 

The above does not include the costs of people using 

THEIR PERSONAL VEHICLES (POV) BETWEEN HEADQUARTERS AND 
OUTLYING BUILDINGS. THESE INCLUDE HUNDREDS OF TRIPS AT 
VERY HIGH COSTS. FOR EXAMPLE, IN FY"81, THE OFFICE OF 
THE DC I EXPENDED OVER IN LOCAL POV TRAVEL. THIS 


OF COURSE DOES NOT INCLUDE THE LOSS IN PRODUCTIVITY DURING 
TIME ON THE ROAD.

The DRIVING TIME BETWEEN HEADQUARTERS AND EACH OF THE 
OUTLYING BUILDINGS USUALLY TAKES BETWEEN 20 AND 30 
MINUTES DEPENDING ON TRAFFIC. INDIVIDUALS GENERALLY 
COUNT ON 30 MINUTES PORTAL TO PORTAL. 
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
